WORK FOR THE BLIND- 


Massage Seems Proper Occupation for 
the Afflicted. 
I. Matignon urges (he adoption of 
massage by the blind, citing the ex ­ 
ample of the Japanese, among* whom 
it is practiced almost entirely by per­ 
sons thus aiiiieted. Sight is not neces­ 
sary' for effectual work in this line, 
providing the operator be familiar 
with the muscular system and k nows 
the art of massage thoroughly. Swed­ 
en, Switzerland and Belgium are fol­ 
lowing the ex amples of Japan in this 
respect, and the author descrihes a 
class meeting held in Brussels by 
Professor G. Daniel for the instruc­ 
tion of about a dozen blind persons. 
Four theoretical lessons are given at 
the beginning of the course a.s ti) the 
value of massage and its application. 
The fifth lesson is devoted t*» the 
study of the sk eleton, the six th and 
seventh to the muscles which move 
the various portions of the body. Each 
pupil palpates the muscles on a hu­ 
man subject. The following lessons 
concern massage itself, and are con­ 
tinued until the pupils are individually 
well versed in the art. They are then 
admitted to practice in the clinic, and 
perfect themselves in the vocation by 
means of which they are afterward en­ 
abled to earn their living.

A Pennsylvania InTeator 
has devised a scheme for mak ing hts 
alarm clock light the k itchen flre^ 
thus allowing time for an ex tra nap 
in the morning. The fire lighter com­ 
prises a friction plate on which a 
block is mountsd. 
The block is se­ 
cured to a brack et, which is fastened 
to the stove. A slot is cut in the side 
of the block to receive a spring a m 
ex tending from a coiled spring se­ 
cured in the block . 
This arm, at its outer end, is pro­ 
vided with a holder for a match. The 
alarm clock is mounted on the block 
with 
the 
legs 
secured 
In 
sock et 
pieces. 
A cord from the alarm k ey 
of the clock stretches to a pm, which 
acts as a stop for the spring arm. 
'When at the set time the alarm is 
sounded the alarm k ey, as usual, ro­ 
tates, winding up the cord and with­ 
drawing the pin from Engagement 
with the spring arm. The latter then, 
under acticu of the spring, lights the 
match by sweeping it over the fric­ 
tion plate. 
At the end of its course 
the match comes into contact with 
and ignites a fuse leading to the 
k indlings, thus lighting the fire.—Sd- 
entifl:c American.
